An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The instant amendment serves to cancel the withdrawn claims and bring the 
application into full condition for allowance.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most relevant prior art teaches a conveying device with driven and driving 
belts coupled with a plurality of conveying systems (see e.g., Smith, US 3,21 1 ,279, Fig. 
1, 5), toothed driving belts (see e.g., Pulver et al., US 3,910,406, Fig. 1,2, 14), and a 
driven belt made of rubber (Kunczynski, US 5,445,081, Fig. 2, 3, col. 4, In. 34-51). The 
features, however, of at least one driving belt comprising a rubber chain having a 
toothed profile and at least one driven belt comprising a rubber chain having a toothed 
profile that is substantially similar to said toothed profile for said at least one driving belt 
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render the invention novel and non-obvious over the prior art. That is, although the prior 
art teaches various features of the invention, the prior art does not teach that the 
specific combination of rubber belts with toothed profiles as claimed by Applicant would 
be obvious.
